Admiral Sims Stirs Up Hornets’
Nest by His London Speech
About the Irish.

SECRETARY OF NAVY ACTS

Mexico Told She Must Sign Treaty to
Obtain Recognition—Pueblo Ris-
Ing From Flood Disaster—

| New Parliament of North-
: ern Ireland Meets.

Some of our eminent Americans
have a positive genius for saying the
wrong thing when they are abroad.
Clo following the extraordinarily
ta utterances of Ambassador
Harvey'in his first address in London
comes the speech of Admiral Sl at
a meeting of the English Speaking
union in the British metropolis. He
I8 quoted in the press as saying:

“I do not want to touch on the
Irish question, for I know nothing
about it. But there are many In our
country who technlcally are Amert-
cans, some of them naturalized and
some born there, hut none of them
Americans at all. They are Amerlcans

when they want money, but Sinn
Feiners when on the platformn. They

are making war on Amerlea today.
The simple truth of It isx that they
have the blood of the Dritish and
Amerlean boys on their hands for the
obstructions they pluced In the way
of the most effective operation of the
allied naval forces during the war,
They are llke zebras, either hlack
horses with white stripes or white
horses with bluck stripes. But we
know they are not horses—they are
asses. But ench of these asses has a
vote and there are lots of them."”

Of course the numerous frivnds of
“free Ireland” In the United States
were enraged by these words, and
Senator Medill Mc¢Cormick of lllinols
went to the front promptly, denounc-
ing the admiral's speech as ‘“repre.
hensible and disgusting.” He ecalled
the attention of Secretary of the Navy
Denby to the address and nsked that
Sims be disciplined If it developed
that he had been correctly quoted.

Without bothering the [President
with the affalr, Secretury Denby
cabled to Admiral Sims the substance
of the press reporis and ordered him
to Inform the department immedintely
whether or not he had used the lun-
guage attributed to him.

The sennte, taking to itself some
of the admiral's harsh expressions,
unanimously adopted a resolution or-
dering the naval affalrs committee to
mnke a thorough Investigation of the
matter,

Forecasting his reply to Secretary
Denby, Admiral  Sims  declared  he
would not repudiate a siugle word of
his speech.

No doubt both Ambassador Harvey
and Admiral Sims thought they were
engaged in the lnudable tusk of main-
talning and enhancing the amicnble
relations between the two great Eng-
lish speaking nations; but if they had
wisdom comparable with their years
and experience they would have
known that utterances like theirs al-
ways Injure rether than aid that
cause, On the ¢ther hand, It is unde-
nlably true that tlie efforts of cheap
Amerlcan politicians to entungle this
country In the Irish controversy are
disgusting to millions of Awmerican
citizens,

Of prime Importance In the news of
the week was the announcement by
Secretary Hughes of the administrn-
tion's polley In dealing with Mexico,
In a sentence, this is that, if Mexico
desires to ohtain recognition hy the
United States, she must enter into a
treaty of amity and commerce that
has been presented to Prosident Obre-
gon and in which she will guariantee
American property rights within Mex-
lcan territory ujialnst confiscation.
Bavs Mr. Flughes: “Mexico is free to
adopt any policy which she plenses
with respect to her pubilie howls, hut
ghe Is nat free to destroy without ¢nm-

pensation valld titlew which have
been obtalned by American cltlzens
under Mexican luws. A confiscativn
policy strikes not only at the Interests
of particular Individuale but at the
foundations of International inter
course, for It 18 ouly on the basls of
the security of property validly pos
sessed under the laws existing at the
time of Its acquisition that commer
clal transactions between the puoples
of two countries and the conduct of
activities in helpful co-operation ure
possible.

“This question I8 vital becuuse of
the provisions inserted in the Mexi-
¢in, constitution promuigated In 1017.
If these provisions are to be put loto
effect retroactively, the propertles | of

The senate performed a pecullaf
flop last week in dealing with the
army bill, On Tuesday, by & vole of
34 to 30, it rejected the drastic army
reduction voted by the house, adopting
the plan of the sepute militury cow-
mittee for an army of an averiage
strength of 180,000 during the next
year, with a reduction to 108,000 by
Fehruary 15, 1022, Next duy the seu-
ate reversed ltself, deciding, 36 to 32,
to reduce the army to 150,000, wlhich
would necessitate the discharging of
about 75,000 men before the middle of
next February. The entire blll wuy
then passed without a voll call. it
carries an approprintion of $333,000.-
000 for the army for the fiscal year
beginning July 1.

Presldent Harding announced to
congress his selections for the recou-
structed United States shipping Lonrd,
A. D. Lasker, a well-known advertis
tng man of Chieago, wus appointed
chalrmun, The other members are:
T. V. O'Connor of Buffulo, N. Y.; for-
mer Senutor Chamberluin of Oregon,
Edward €. Plummer of Maine, ¥, L
Thompson of Alabama, Meyer Lissner
of Los Angeles und Rear Admlral
Benson of Georgly, The selection of
Mr, Lasker was critlelzed sareasiicak
ly by certain Democritie eomgressinen
and warmly defended by Illinols rep
resenintives,

The Republican national eomm’tier,
In session W Washington, ueceptl the
reslgnation of Chalrman Wil Hays
and elected Jobn T. Adums of Du-
buque, Ta., to succeed him, Mr. Adams
has been vice chairman, and that po-
gitlon was given to Ralph E. Willlans
of Portland, Ore. A new basis of rep-
resentation ut nationul copventions
was adopted by which the Southern
states will lose 23 delegates from the
number accredited to the Chicngo con-
vention of last June. Thesold gystem
allowed for one delegnte from ench
congressional dlstelet, but under the
new plan a distriet must have cast 2.-
500 Republican votes in the Inst pre-
ceding clection befure It may send a
delegnte to the conventlon. To have
two distriet delegates there must have
been enst 10,000 Republican votes. or
a Republicnn  representative  musl
have heen elected to congress, Under
the foriner plan 7,500 vetes gave two
delegntoes,

With what we like to consider the
true American  spirit, the people of
Puehlo already are at work restoribg
their elty after the devustifting tlood
that swept through that part of Colo-
rade.

their lives and all the energies ot Lhe
country were harnessed fn  the su
preme effort, because we lbved the

institutions of liberty and’ intended |

to maintain them, because we hated
tyranny and the brutality and ruth-
leassmess which found expression in
the worship of force and because we
found our fate linked with that of the
free peoples, whos were struggling for
the preservation of the essentiuls of
treedom. With them we made cow
mon cause, and as from one end of
th intry to the other rang appenls
pame of civilization itself, the
tlcrp responded.
